Eighth Year of the Reign of Her late Majeſty Queen Anne 
D Intituled, An Alt for granting to Her Majefly new Duties of Ex- 
ciſe, and upon ſeveral imported Commodities, and ſor eſtabliſhing a 
yearly Fund thereby, and by other Ways and Means, to raiſe Nine 
hundred thouſand Pounds, by Sale of Annuities, aud (in Default 
thereof) by another Lottery for the Service of the Year, One thouſand 
ſeven hundred and ten ] a new Duty of Three Shillings for every 
Pound Weight Avoirdupois, over and above all other Duties, was 
laid upon all Snuff imported, or to be imported into the Kingdom
